tieriiiaiiy NdllHos th(i llnltpd States (loviTii- 
nifiit That It Will .Not Allow This 
Class of ImportB. 

WAsiii.s'tiroN, Oot. 28. — The German nm- 
basaador to-day formally QotiHed tho Secre- 
tary of State that iu oonsequcnoo of tho in- 
troduction of the Texas fever by moans of 
two ahipments from New York, the impor- 
tation of fresh beef and cattle from tho 
United States to Germany will aborlly be 
prohibited. The department of state oiB- 
oialn deoline to comment on the matter. It 
is thought, however, that this marks the 
oommouoeriient of a policy of oommercial re- 
taliation a|{aln(t tho United States on ac- 
count of Ihu dincrimiuation against German 
boot sugar ia tho new tariff law, aa it is 
seen thiLt no cattle nir.ioted with Texas fever 
or any eiinilar coinpluuit could h*vo been 
shipped from New York as claimed by tho 
Ciernnnn oflicialB. No reports have been re- 
ceived which indicate that this diaoaoe or 
any nther could have been exported from 
the United States, and no aomplainls have 
boon received from other countries. Tho 
department of agriculture will bo called 
upon to iavestigato tho complaint made by 
Germany, and .Seorotary Greaham, it is ex- 
pected, will send a protest against Ger- 
man;'^ aolion to that government through 
the Amerioan smbosbador ate Berlin.

CAPEIVI CflUSHEU. 

Eesignation of the Chancellor and 
Von Enlenbnrg— German Cabinet 
Politics. 

Disagreements as to Socialist and 
•Financial Policy— Some of 
the Cliaugfes. 

Berlin, Gob. 26.— The report that Chan- 
oellor Ton Caprivi has 'handed; hia :re8igDa 
lion to the emperor is confirmed. Count Za 
EuIenberR, president of the ministerial 
oounoil, has also resigned. Dr. Miquel, 
Prussian finance minister, has been appoint- 
ed president of the oounoil, and Prince von 
Hohenlobe Sbilllngafurst, governor of 
Alsaoe. Loraine has been offered the 
obanoellorship. Before oETering the ohanoel- 
lorabip to Prince Hohenlohe, the emperor 
consulted with the envoys from Bavaria, 
Wurtemburg, Saxony and Baden. It ia re- 
ported that Prince Hohenlobe declined the 
office, owingtohis age, Theemperorhas sum- 
moned General Connt Walderze, a political 
soldier who was OODspionOBS in the final in- 
trigue against Bismarck. The general in- 
ferenoe is that he; intends to make him 
Oaprivi's auooesaor.'/, Bhbntd Walderze be- 
come bliaDdellor, the office of Prussian Pre- 
mier yould probably be given him shortly 
after 'iuid thaa the division of the two posi- 
tions which was effected at the time of the 
sohool bill crisis would be ended. There Is 
a rumor that Oen. Breseart von Sohellendorf 
ia a candidate for the Prussian premiership 
and tho obanoellorship. P^ither of these 
generals would be acceptable to the Con- 
eervatives, who have become totally es- 
tronged kovr, thg -overnmcnt under the 
Caprivi rei>!rne. Tho immediate cause of 
Chaneellor Caprivi'a resignation is not en- 1 
tirely tjlear. It is known that 
the difTerenoea between (Japrlvi ond 
Count Botho Za Eulenburg had grown too 
sharp to be ignored or compromised. Cap- 
rivi at first was strongly opposed to severe 
steps being takeu against the Social Demo- 
crats and Anarchists, while Kulenberg fav- 
ored extreme measures. Under pressure 
from the Emperor the chancellor ia said to 
have yielded several points early In the 
week, but this matter only ^ot him into 
trouble with the federal ministers over 
whose counsels he presided. Several minis- 
ters opposed his proposal that the Reich- 
stag amend the penal code so as to deal more 
severely with the Socialiata. - Xhe individu- 
al States, they said, shonld be left to 
legislate within their own borders for 
the suppression of the sooial democracy and 
anarchy. 

The Chancellor was equally embarrassed 
when tho question of financial reforms was 
brbaobed. Several demands were made for 

changes in the financial relations of the 
etatoa to the empire, but the Chancellor was 
manifestly out of sympathy with all of 
them. Von Caprivi ia believed to have 
been crushed between the Emperor and 
the federal delegates, not going far enough 
to suit the former and going too 
far to suit the latter. The difficulties of his 
poaition were increaaed, moreover, by the 
intrlguea of Miquel and Eulenburg, who for 
more than a year have spared no effort to 
diecredit hia policy and diminish his influ- 
ence with the crown. One of the Chancel- 
lor's last acta before offering hia reaignation 
waa to notify the Reichatag that the decree 
prohibiting advances on Russian stocks had 
been cancalled as no longer necesaary on 
either economic or political ^;rounda. 

Tho Emperor had arranged to leave Pots- 
dam to-day to hunt In the neighborhood of 
131anenburg, but gave up the trip in view of 
the disruption of tho cabinet. 

Lo.suoN, Oct. 2G. — Tho Central News 
oorrespondont in Berlin sends the following 
dispatch conoorning Caprivi's resignation : 
" Count Von Caprivi resigned on the 23rd, 
but the Emperor called upon him and per- 
suaded him to reconaidur his resignation. 
The relations between the Chancellor and 
Count Botho Zu Eulenburg, howeve', grew 
more strained and first Eulenburg and then 
Caprivi asked to be relieved to day, and the 
Emperor promptly dismisaod them both. 
The Emperor is credited with holding the 
opinion tbatthe separation of the Chancellnr- 
shlp and the Prussian premiership has been 
a failure, and that it Is imperative to re- 
unite them. Among the many reports as to 
the cause of the. crisis is one that Caprivi 
displeased the Bmperor by exorcssing dis- 
approval of His Majesty's speech at tho 
recent presentation of colors to a regi- 
ment. The Bmperor then hinted that tho 
half battalions would soon be made full 
ones, Tho Chancellor not only dtanpproved 
of this speech, but also opposed tho publi- 
cation of it in tho Itoiehsam Leiger. It is 
due to hia oppoaition th^t the epeech has not 
yet appeared in official form." 

The iSiIorning Poat llurlin correspondent 
says : " Everybody with a ecnaeof fair play 
denounces the despioiblo intrigues of the 
Agrarian and Blamarokian reaotioolst 
groupa againat von C/'aprivi. Tho eocialista 
thus will re joioo, because tho fear of them, 
although thuy did not raise a finger, has 
been suiiicient to plunge the empire into a 
crisis." 

Tho Daily Nowa correspondent in Berlin 
says of Capri vi's fall : "After tho oonfor- 
enoo with the federal ministers tho Chancel- 
lor had an audience with tho Emperor, who 
is understood to have approved of hia minis- 
tor's proposals. It waa settled that ho 
should remain, the only difficulty was in 
brlBging' about tolerable relations between 
Capnvi and Eulenburg, whose antagonism 
was an open secret." 

The Daily News comments : " It is the 
Biemarok business all over again. The Em- 
peror probably will take things into his 
own band for awhile. He Is a bewilderlt/gly 
incongruous medfinval In the centre of mod- 
orn Europe." 

The Times correspondent in Berlin says : 

In political circles, whether friendly or 
unfriendly to Count von Caprivi, 
there is absolutely no explanation ob- 
tainable of the reasons which led to his 
sudden coup de theatre. It ia idlo to 
speculate at present on tho oonacquoucoa, 
I am assured on good authority that tho 
issue was purely personal at the last and 
quite inoommensurate with the grave re- 
sults involved." 



AMENDED POSTAL KBttDLATIONS. 

Instructions In Regard to the Exchange of 
Hall Matter Between Canada and 
tho United States. 

Wasiiinqtok, OcS. 26.— In an order to 
postmasters to-day the Postmaster-General 
transmitted the amended postal laws and 
regulations in regard fyt mails Intended for 
Canada, He saya ; " Articles of mail 
matter for Canada are classified and admit 
tod to the maila at the same rates of postage 
and in all reepecta according to the domestic 
regulations of the United Slates, and cer- 
tain malls from Canada will be received and 
mailed as domestic matter. Prepayment of 
postage io in all oaaca obligatory. ' Com- 
mercial papers ' and ' samples of 
merchandise ' are exchangeable by 
mail between the United States and 
Canada at the postage rate and under the 
conditions applicable to similar articles in 
the mails exchanged between this country 
and tho countries under tho postal union 
generally. Sealed packages other than let- 
ters in the usual and ordinary form are not 
allowed to bo dispatched to Canada even if 
the postage is prepaid thereon in full at tho 
letter rate. Should any article bo tendered 
for n^aillng at a post office in the United 
States obviously with intent to evade the 
higher postage rate anplioable to it in Can- 
ada it must be .refused unleas payment be 
made of suoh higher rate. Postmasters on 
the Canadian border and all officers near 
that country are especially enjoined to care- 
fully observe this provision."

The Idea of T,his BIrtliday Present 
Abandoued by Uie Boastfnl 
Japanese* 

PightlDfir at Fnchangr-Defeat of the 
t'hinese-The Next 6reat 
Conflict. 



London, Oot. 26. — The Central News cor- 
respondent in Tokio telegraphs : " The idea 
of presenting Moukden to the Mikado as a 
birthday present has been abandoned as the 
distance from Wiju is too great, even if 
there were not a hoatilo force to impede tho 
progress of tho Japanese. The Mikado, 
aware of the plan, repeatedly urged the 
Japanese generals to avoid the reckless riaks 
which they contemplated merely to realize 
this idea. It is announced that the Japanese 
have an effective hold on every strategetic 
poaition in Korea. The uprising of the Tong 
Haka in Southern Korea, which has been 
mentioned in the last few days as something 
recent, took place weeks ago. Now the 
country ia tranquil." 

Adviooa from Nodzu atate that the Japin- 
ese began to tranaport the main body of 
their army aoroaa the Yalu on the evening 
of October 24. All had croaaod at daybreak 
of October 25, and an entrenched camp waa 
formed. In the meantime Col. Sato came 
upon the enemy, who occupied a fortified 
position near Fuohang, on tho right bank of 
the river. Col. Sato attacked the Chinese 
at 10 o'clock in the morning. They offered 
a stubborn resistance, but were ultimately 
driven out of their fortifications and retired 
in disorder to Kullenohas. The Japanese 
then destroyed the fortress and rejoined the 
main army. According to the statement 
of the Chinese prisoners the enemy 
wero eighteen battalions strong. The 
Chinese lost 200 killed and a large number 
wounded, while the number of Japanese 
killed and wounded was only five officers 
and 00 men. Field Marshal Yamagtaa'a re- 
port says that the Chinese greatly exceeded 
the Japaneae in number. He further says 
his plana for the coming fight are completed, 
and the attack on Kuliencha will take place 
at daybreak on October 27, though it pos- 
sibly may be made earlser. 

A Shanghai dispatch says the rumor that 
the Japanese have landed at Fort Arthur ia 
extremely improbable.' 

The Fall MalLQasette says the negotia- 
tions for a Chinese- Icon - are progressing. 
The paper asserts that it will be a seven per 
cent, silver loan of 10,000,000 tsela.

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THE LUMBER QUESTION. 



F. A. Fanlsoa On the Effect of the 
Tariff on British Columbia 
Interests! 



Glaring Misstatements for Political 
Effect Examined and Answered 
in Detail. 



Seattle, Oct. 2G, — In reply to an inter- 
view between Col. Chaunoey, W. Gripga 
And the reporter of a laooma paper, P. A. 
FanlsoD, a staunoh proteotioniat aod Be- 

pablican and who, moreover, has oonsidor- 
able intereata in Viotoria and British Co- 
lumbia, ia reported to have said: " I 
don't care to make uny etatement that 
would tend to pontradiot him, or tho imprea- 
aion that prevaila on the Soand that Brit- 
tlsh Columbia milla will be able to underaell 
the milla hero under tho now tariff, as it is, 
perhapB, very Rood oumpaifin material. I 
am a republican, and a pretty atrong pro- 
teotioniat at that, but I think enough might 
be auid in favor of a protective tarifi' with- 
out resorting to miastatemonta. I believe 
in looking at things just as they are j there 
is no need of enlurging upon them or in 
making etatemonta that cannot bo verified 
by investigation, when British Columbia ia 
BO near at hand. 

"In the first place, logs have been on tho 
free list for years. There was no duty on 
logs brought here from British Columbia un- 
der the MoKinloy not, neither is there any 
duty on fir, spruce or cedar logs in Canada 
brought over there from the United States. 
I have bought logs in British Columbia and 
brought them over hero and sawed them into 
lumber here. Likewise, my firm is now and 
has in times past purchased loga at various 
places on Puget Sound, taken them to Bri- 
tiah Columbia and aawed them into lumber 
there. There ia practically no difference in 
the price of logs. British Columbia milla 
would not oome here to purchase logs _ if 
^ey bad to pay more than at home, and vice 
veraa. I know of one mill in British Colnmbia 
that parohased about 6,000,000 feet in the 
Skagit and Saohomlah riv«ra the past aum- 
■ mer. Some may say that timber fa oheaper 
in British Columbia than here. That la not 
BO. A few years ago tho mills acquired in 
some instances large holdings of timber 
leases from tho government ;of British Col 
umbia, bat they all had to pay for obtain- 
ing them, and have since, and are now, pay' 
ing a yearly rental for them, and, besides, 
when they cut the timber they have to pay 
the crown or government 60 cents per 1,000 
feot atumpago. 

" In regard to labor, Colonel Griggs 
states in hia interview that British Colom- 
bia milla got labor for 75 cents per day. I 
will wager that I am paying higher wagea 
to-day in my mill in Victoria on an average 
than Colonel Grigga ia paying in hia mill. 
I know of no iostauco in any British Colum- 
bia mill where Chinamen are being hired for 
75 cents per day. Aa a matter of fact, 
very few Chinamen are employed in uny of 
the mills of British Columbia. Invariably 
white men are employed in tho mills at 
higher wages per day than are paid in this 
State. 

" We pay from $1.G0, the lowest, up to 
S2 per day for common labor in our mill. 
Of course sawyera, engineers, filers, etc., 
get higher wagea than the laborera. We 
are paying no more than other milla there. 
In logging campa tho wagea are higher than 
in Waahington. I am operating a lagging 
camp and paying one-third more wagea 
thanis paidinthn loggingcampsontheSount'. 
There is alao much greater expense at- 
tached to operating logging camps or mills 
in British Columbia than here. At least 
three-fourths ot supplies used in camps and 
milla oome from this side, and it costs the 
logger, and millmen more to board their 
men. ... .. 

"Another heavy, expense that a'Brltieh 
Columbia Inmbermftu has to oontend with is 
the heavy duty on sawmill mabhinery. 
Nearly nil of , his machinery domes from the 
United States, and be baa to pay.a Cuia- 
aian duty of .33 pee oeht.. ad valorem, so yon 
Bee the cost of bnildiog a mill is much 
greater than here. Likewise, It is more 
costly to operate a mill in British Columbia. 

" Now I want to say aomethinK regarding 
this great howl of British Columbia mills 
entering the California market. It has been 
said that all tho leading mills of British 
Colnmbia have agents in California. They 
may have. I have a man in California who 
ia there with a view of soiling lumber, not 
locally but foreign, as San Franciico is also 
the headquarters of vessels and the head- 
quarters of brokcra thati control ioreign 
trade. Consequently all mills look to San 
Farncitco as their headquartera for aelling 
their product. 

" I have heard it stated, and have read in 
the press, that Putiet Sound lumbermen are 
at a great disadvantage and are unable to 
charter foreign veseols for ahipmeuta to U.S. 
ports and that British Columbia milla have 
the right and privileges to charter British 
vessels to ahip to U.S. ports. This ia all 
very true, but no Britiah voasel of any oon- 
aequonce will lake ahipmonts for such a 
short distance. Thoy want long-distance 
- oaritoes and not local tratiio. We must also 
. remember that tho Australian market is a 
very large market and of great consequence 
to Puget Sound lumbermen. Australu is a 
Britisn colony and naturally the British 
colonies are friendly to each other and 
prefer trading with each other, and it would 
perhaps bo better to let well enough alone 
and not antagonize British Colnmbia lum- 
bermen by misleading statements. 

If .1 lived in Canada I would bs a protcc- 
tioniB|;, as the small industries need pro 
tection from the iargs industries of the 
United States' and England. But Pugot 
Sound mills are not infants in oompariuou 
with Britiah Columbia mills, and need have 
no fear of tho competition tho British Col- 
umbia mills will give them. Thn greatest 
competition Puget Sound mills have to-day 
and will always have are tho milla of tho 
Southern states, where timber is cheaper 
than hero and vv hero nogro labor is almost 
exclusively used at 50 cents per day,"

DB..OAMP«BLL'S SEBMON. 

To THE Editor : — Either your summitry 
of Dr. Campbell's sermon on the Antiquity 
of Man does him very great injustice or be 
has committed himself to very strange con' 
elusions on this very important aubjeot. He 
founds bis opinion of the oxistenoe of a pre- 
Adamite race on tho discovery of Hint imple- 
ments Hud bonca of animala in oaves and in 
gravel buds, and that thouo bonca represent- 
ed aiiimalB which wuro oxtinot long ogoa 
before Adam iu auppoBuil to havo beenoiea'- 
ed. Now I have before mo Page's 
Advauoid Geology, and I find this 
atatoment in it: "Tho human akel- 
etone, etc. — found in uonie conti- 
nental caverns — are, geologically speaking, 
but of yesterday and date back at the 
u'mosc bub a fetir thousand years. Again : 
" So far as geological evidence goes, we have 
no trace of man or of hia works till we arrive 
at the superficial accumulations of the cur- 
rent epoch." " The fair presumption is that 
man was not called into being till tho com- 
mencement of the current geological era." 

It would have been interesting to your 
readers to have heard the Doctor's argument 
from the paleolithic, noolithio, bronzs and 
iron periods, because, aa far aa I am am 
aware, he ia the first to discover in theae 
periods the evidence of a pro-Adamio 
race, and as for the soioncs 
of language giving any color 
to such a theory, the tendency of the science 
of language is to reduce all the tongues to one 
root language, so far as I am aware, and in 
no way contributes to the argument for a 
pro-Adamio race. It would be an inter- 
eating contribution to modem eoienoe if the 
Doctor could make good hia extraordinary 
asaortiona with regard to the ancient civili- 
zktions of Egypt and Mexico, bub I doubt 
very much whether it ia poaaible with the 
information within his reaob, ' With regard 
to Cain's oxoIamatioD, "Everyone that 
findeth me will slay me," the assumption 
that he waa acquainted with other racea la 
much more dithcult to accept, than that ho 
aimply meant that all hia life long 
his evil deed would pursuo him 
and all good men bo his brothers' 
avengers. Again, aa to tho vexed queation 
of Cain'd wife, tho Doctor thinks tho 
fact of no daughter's birth being announced 
till after tho birth of Seth Guliiciont to prove 
that Cuin must have found his helpmeet 
among the pro-Adamites. Thia is taking it 
for granted, tirat, that there wero 
daughters born between the birth of Abel 
and Seth, another largo aaaumptiou, and 
ulao that the oxiitencs of the pre-Adamic 
race la ithe only solution possible of the 
difficulty. 

The Doctor commits himself to 
new exfgeais of the paaaago, " The 
sons of God aaw tho daughters 
of men that they were fair." I 
have heard only of three posslblo explana 
tions of the passage, and that which is now 
almost universally accepted is the very 
obvious one that tho sons of God are the 
children of Seth, and the daughters of men, 
of the Cainites. The Doctor ought to know 
that the name of God in Genesis is always 
in the plural, and that the translation in 
our Bible is absolutely correct. The at 
tempt to explain away the passages which 
assert the Adamio origin of the race, I am 
afraid will not add to the Doctor's reputa- 
tion as an interpreter of Scripture. " Eve 
waa nob a mother when she was 
called the mother of all living, therefore 
Adam was speaking proapeotively of 
his own posterity, and therefore bis state- 
ment does not iniUtate against the theory of 
a pre-Adamio race." The inference from 
thia extraordinary reasoning is aimply that 
Adam was not ao well posted as the Doctor, 
and waa simply mistaken when he put so 
great honor on bis wife aa to call her the 
mother of all living. 

The other passage quoted is equally ab- 
use. Paul was stating tho fact that God 
made of one blood all nations of the earth 
to show the universality of tho gospel mes- 
sage ho was delivering, that it was not a 
message for the Jews only but for the 
Gentiles also, and certainly it 
contains the Apostle's conviction that 
the whole roca sprang from the single 
pair. Id ia, of courae, not to bo wondered 
at that a aummary of auoh a lecture should 
bo unaatiafactory, but it ia very doubtful if 
your columna could bear the weight of the 
whole production, and it ia a question 
whether attempting to treat such a Kubjoct 
in a half-bour'a address before a Sunday 
evening audience could bo anything but a 
failure even in tho hands of an expert in 
such Bubjaots. One sure effect of your re- 
port will bo to discredit tbeoriaing on the 
subject of a pre-Adamio race for aomo time 
to come. Gkoloqist.

Fort Street Work Will Be Completed 
> as It Has Been Beena— Milk 
Slionld Be Boiled. 

The Bubjoot of the relative advantages of 
" d<^y labor f- and the oontraob ijr.stein^waB 
again dtiongie'd at a Bpecial meeting of ' the 

olty oouaoll yosterdoy morniDR. Mayor 
Teoguo presided, and in openini; explained 
that the bueinesa of the meutiog was ohiefly 
ii referonoo to a conimunioation in oobneo- 
tiou with the sewerage work on Fort and 
Blanobard ttreeta. The petition in question 
tiad been aent In last filonday, but owing to 
the fact of its having boon overlooked by the 
C ork had Dol been read at the regular 
meeting of the board. He made this explan- 
ation ua eome of the pecitiancrs might think 
that iho ne^leot had been intentional. 

City Clerk Dowlor added that ho was on. 
tirely lo blame iu tlio matter, The oom- 
munioation had boen haudud to him in the 
hall iuat before tho council meoting and ho 
had placed it in his pookeb. There it had 
remained forgotten until the following 
morning. He then prooeeded to read the 
petition, whloii was aa folio ivs : 

*' Wsi the anderaigned real property bold- 
era owning property on Fort streor, between 
Douglaa and Blattoliard atreota, reapeot- 
fuUy point out to you that there are strong 
obj actions to tbe aeweiage work on Fort 
et.-eet between Diiuglas and Blanobard be- 
ing done by day labor. We would aak to 
have the work carried Ottb noder the oon- 
tract syetem." 

The petition bore the signatureaof Jochua 
Daviea, P. R. Brown, W. S. Chambers, A. 
B. Milno, John Riley, Georgo C. Shaw, 
George Stovena, Alex PhiUipa, J. S. Bow- 
ker, and tho ropreaentativoa of G- A. Kirk 
and tho \V. Moriarlty eatate. Only five 
ottiora were, it waa explained by one of tho 
board, yualifled to aifjn, according to the 
roll— and of thoeo, two had recently died| 
one had been absent from the city, and one, 
Dr. G. L. Milne, had signed the petition 
but on eubsf (jMently acquainting himaelf 
more thoroughly with ita onaraoter had re- 
moved hia eignuturo, 

Ald HuMi'iiKEY was the first to expreaa 
his opinion. He beliorod himself in the con- 
tract ayetcm, but in tho proaont case the 
work wan already under way, and it waa 
apparently being done well and economi- 
cally. Ho therefore could not see that the 
council could do better than to continue it 
to complotioo. When the petitioners were 
able to Bee how economically the work waa 
being done under Mr. Wilaon's aupervieion 
he had no doubt that they would be well 
satisfied. 

Ar.D Ledincmiam concurred in thia opin- 
ion. All over the world he noticed that 
progreeaivo public bodies were abandoning 
tho contract system in prefereuoe to day 
labor, and he did not think Viotoria should 
be behind tbe times. In regard to the pre- 
sent oase, the work was beine done cheaply, 
quickly and in '» manner highly creditable 
to the oi^. . 

Ald. ymnxvB had voted to have thia 
piece of'aewering done by day' labor, and 
iayored thia ayatem himaelf. The. point at 
iaane waa, however, to his mind, whether' or 
not- ooder the by-Uw the obonell could 
legally do the work by day labor. 1^ V 

Ald . EuMFBBBT— The queationTtiiiafe first 
anggests itself to ma. ia what propibrtibn of 
the property ownera intereatea are signers 
of that petition. . ' i . 

Ald. Harris— The only question is my 
opinion is as to the legality of the council's 
proceeding. 

Ald Ledi.voham— That baa already been 
disposed of by tho city eolioitora. They 
have given me their opinion, 

Ald Haiuus — I don't care anything 
about the lawyera ; the matter is one for the 
Bxeroiae of common aenae. Under the by- 
law, aa I read it, the work mu9t be done by 
contract, and it ia within the power of any 
one property owner to stop it if the attempt 
is made to iiave it done otherwise. 1 have 
contended all all along that the council was 
going wrong in this mttter, and I see no rea- 
son now to alter my opinion. 

TuE Mayor — I do not think this petition 
is simply what it appears on its face, There 
is something behind. If tbe present experi- 
ment is a success tho council will no doubt 
pndeavor to do other work in the same way. 
Here ia the gi it of tho matter. The peti- 
tioners are anxious to record their opposi- 
tion to the prinoiple. Aa to this little 
piece of work i"se)t, I feel certain that fifty 
per cent, of tho aigncrs would rever«e their 
decision in live niinutea if the facts were 
laid plainly and fquarely before them. 

Ald, liAKKit believed in completing tho 
work now that it had boon commenced. 
He did not endorse the jirinciplo, bcwover, 
and thouj^hr, that in future tho contract 
tysteni sh.-uld not bo departed from. Tho 
ratepayers preferred tho contract ayatem bo 
cause it ia the more buainess-liko — they are 
able to see before they make their purchase 
just what they are called upon to expend. 

Ald Ho.MrnHEY contended that tho pisti- 
tlon came too late to bo useful. If Ic hud 
been received before tho work had been un- 
dertaken the council would have undoubted- 
ly have given it carofni oonsidaratioa. Now, 
however, the only thing to do was to com- 
plete the jib aa it iiad been begun. 

To fooui the diacnasioD, Aid. Harria 
moved that the day work be diacontinued 
and that the work remainioc; undone be let 
by contract 

Ald. Houfhbby— That is a' nice way to 
do— to acart a piece of work and then ab- 
andon it. It's too late now. 

Ald. Harris— It's never too late to call 
a halt when you see that you're in the 
wrong. I do not; propoao to shoulder any 
share of responaibility for a foolish act like 
thia. I have foroieon from the start that tho 
adoption of day labor in thia work would bo 
productive of trouble, and I make thia mo- 
tion on principle. 

Ai,i). ViiiKi.irs seconded tho resolution, 
while contoudiiig that it would porhapa bo 
well to complete tho work now under way to 
Blanohard street. 

Ald. Hu.Mi iiiiKY thought if tho properly 
owners were so very much opposed to the 
day labor on tho Iltllo atrip in (luoation thoy 
oould apply to the oourta for an injunction 
to stop the work. That would determine 
tho matter of the legality of the employment 
of day labor. 

A[.D Harris did not aee that the oounoll 
had any right to put tbe expense of obtain- 
ing an iojuDotion upon oitizena who were 
aimpiy desirous of preventing the council 
from doing something which they had no 
right to do. 

' . Ald. LBDiNotUM pointed to the necessity 
of fihlahing the work In hand. To change 
horsea' In mid-atream was expensive in this 
case aa well as dangeroua— It would make 
tho matter muoh more oxpenaive to the 
property-owners, though tho slgnera of this 
petition had poBsibly not thought of that. 

Ald. Mitnn and Bakku thought that as

that this piece be done by day labor the 
petition should have been addressed to them. 
Should it not now be referred to them 7 

The question of the legality of day labor 
again came up at this juncture, and it was 
decided to send for Mr. W. J. Taylor. This 
gentleman soon joined the counoll in their 
deliberationa, and gave it as his opinion that 
it was quite within the powers of the 03un- 
oil to select whatever system seemed in their 
judgment moat advantageoha, in^yiew both 
of etfiaienoy and economy. In regard to the 
poweia of the Sewerage Commlsaionera he 
thought that tbeir duty waa to aee that the 
oontraota awarded by the council were car- 
ried out In the beat intereata of the citizens. 

The diecuaaion Waa then terminated by 
tbe adoption of a reaolntion proposed by 
Aid, Ledingbam and Baker, that tbe peti- 
tioners be notified of the exlatlng cironm- 
Btanoes, and the work in hand completed aa 
It has been begun. Aid. Harria and Vige- 
lius voted contra, and Aid. Munn, Hum- 
phrey, Lodingham, Baker and Siylea for 
this reaolution, tho voto being simply re- 
vericd on Aid. Hirris' origtnul motion, 

Tho council then proceeded to finally paas 
the by-law roRulating the ODunoil proceed- 
ings. A conimunioation from J, P. Walls, 
in.je tho Minokler claim for damagea, was 
received and filed, and the Goanoe commit- 
tee authorized to return to tho Albion Iron 
Works Co. the check for five per cent, of 
the amount of a certain contraot for the sup- 
ply of water pipes entered into with the 
oicy three years ago, accepting; in lieu the 
bond of the company for tho due comple- 
tion of tho contraot. 

F. S. Roper, inspector of contagious dis- 
eases among animals, wrote tbe council, 
that in view of the presence of tuberonloaia 
in the province, it was advisable for every- 
one to boil the cow's milk used in the house- 
hold. Thia oonimunicatioQ wont upon the 
file, and the Mayor announced the termina- 
tion of the meeting, the members of the 
council remaining, however, for a little 
family talk over municipal afiairs in general. 



BOARD OF TRADE. 

The Coancil Prepare an Address to the Gov- 
eruor-Ueneral— Imperial iDStltute 
Wants Inforiuatloa. 

The Board of Trade intend presenting an 
address to tho Governor Gonaral when he 
visits Victoria, and the draft of the address 
was considered at a mooting of tho council 
of the board held yesterday forenoon. Tbe 
draft waa approved, and the president and 
secretary authorized to have a proper copy 
prepared for preaontatlon to Hia Kxoellenoy. 

Agent-General H. C. Beeton wrote stating 
that the Imperial Institute la about to com- 
mence the publicatiou of a monthly journal, 
a prominent feature of wbtoh will be the 
condition of trade and demand for labor in 
the various parts of the Empire. The board 
is asked to send a conoiae report of the state 
of the markets in Bcitisb Columbia to be 
published in the paper. He onolosod a let- 
ter from H. W^atson, Canadian curator 
at the Imperial Institute, setting forth 
the matter at some length. The manufac- 
tures committee, to which these letters had 
been referred, reported reaommendlog that 
a oopy of the B. C. Commercial Journal be 
sent weekly to the Imperial Inatitute. The 
provincial government, it waa added, might 
be in a position to give data about minerals 
and domestic produots, and ' the aocretary 
should correspond on the aubjeot with Mr. 
J. R And) raon of the Department of Agri- 
oalture. The Secretary waB instructed to 
carry out the recominendationa of the com- 
mittee. 

Tho reading room committeo reported 
that ovor forty papers and magnzinoa were 
ou tilo. Numoroua offers of ore apeoimocs 
had been received. A contraot for making 
tho Cabinets had bton lot to Jacob fciohl. It 
waa augijcBted that tho room bo kept open 
till 10 o'clock at night. Thoro waa a large 
inorauao in tho number of viaitora to tho 
room. Tho report waa adopted. An ad- 
vortiaing committee was appointed con- 
aisting of Mr. T. B. Hall, chairman ; Mayor 
Teague, Mcasrs. W. Templemsn, W. Jensen 
and Capt, Cox.

THU BRITISH FARMBR. 

To people who have no roipoot for trath 
and but little regArd lor accuracy words are 
of very little coDaequence. One word is as 
good as anothor na lon^ aa in their opinion it 
saita tiieir purpose. When the Times 
allndes to nbat haa appeared in the^Baeteio 
newapapera irith reapeot to the oonditioa of 
the farmera of Great Britain as the " non- 
aenaical atteranoes of Eastern protootion- 
iats," it betrays a want of intelliKenoe and a 
want of honesty that ig very disoreditftble to 
the Press of the Province. 

The most signifioantof tho "ntteranoas,'' 
to begin with, are not the ntterancei of 
EMtern protectionists but they are 
atatements aerloualy made by British free 
traders. To say that British agriculture ia 
not dopresaed ia not only to betray an ignor- 
anoe of what is well known to every iatelli- 
genb peraon and to oontradiot what has been 
aald over and over again, not by a few dis- 
appointed Bpeoalatora, bob by organizations 
of bnaineaa men who have been aeeking, and 
seeking In vain, for some means to extricate 
the agrijultural intoreat of Groat Britain 
from the difficultiea and embarraagmeDts 
with which it has been atmggling for 
many yeara. The letter of Mr. Sta- 
pleton Caldeaobt to &ofe by any means a 
" oraahlng rijoluder " to the artiolea that 
appear in the British newapapers of overy 
shade of poUtioal opinion, and in every part 
of the Three Kingdoma. 

The Times atloobs to believe that tho aole 
o»aae of the olosing of Mr. Luke'a rallU waa 
the oompetitioB between millera thenuelvai, 
without reference to foreign competition and 
to the low state to which free trade haa 
brought the egricultural interest. This is 
not the view whioli the editor of the Ply- 
mouth Western News takes of Mr, Luke's 
case. That editor oonsidera that tho lotr 
atate to which the milling industry has 
been reduced is caused by the depreiaed con- 
dition of IJritlah agriculture generally. Tho 
very first words of his article on 
Mr. Luk'^'a advertiaoment shows vory clear- 
ly that tho ciUfio of tho Brilieh farmer and 
the cauBO of ihu British iiilMar are cot to bo 
separatod. Thtae tiro tho words: 

Compluinta nbout tlio deproaaod condition 
of agriuulturo havo long rung unheeded In 
the nation's cur. Pooplo have boon oiiaily 
excited by atoriea that iu this branuh of 
trade or ia tho other Kngliah auproniau/ ia 
threatened by French or German conipoti- 
tion ; but tho ovil which has steadily over- 
taken tho grentcat of all our induatrioa hua 
boon almoat unhoodod, except by those who 
have been directly affected. Even tho fact 
that wheat in the last few weeks haa gone 
down to 20s. a quarter has attract 
od Boaroely any attention, uulcse 
from people who wondered how long 
it would bo before broad became oorrespoud 
ingly cheap, yet agricultural depreaaion ia a 
very real and painful fact. 

The writer of this paBsago evidently know 
that he waa deaorlblng a atate of things that 
waa Iciiown to everyone, the exiatenoo of 
which it would bo folly to attempt to deny, 
'The Times, therefore, must see that it ianot 
with the Eastern protectionist aheota that it 
is at variance, but witii tho free trade Kog 
liah nowtipapora, To thoao newspapers it 
would Boem as reBaonal>Ie| 'to. deny that 
Viotcria is Queou of Qreab Britain aa to obU 
in question the existence of agriouUaral de 
pression in the Throe Kingdoms. 

The Plymouth Western News not only 
asaertii that agriouUuro and everylhing 
oonnetitod with it ia ir a bad way iu England 
now and has boon bo for a long time, but it 
holds the Government responsible for allow 
iDg it i:o remain in that condition. It aaya 

" MiUling ia a branch of that great indua 
try in whioh an enormoua amount of capital 



haa been sunk, and if a Government who 
have devoted no inconsiderable amount of 
attention to the Irish agrioaltural interest 
have no word of aympathy or counael for 
EogHah' farmera,. they might at leaat oon- 
alder whether aomething cannot be done to 
stavo off disaster," 

The News leaves it to the sagacity of the 
reader to find out what the " something to 
Btave ofiF diaaater " ia. For our part we are 
aatlsfiedlhat what the writer pointa to ia 
protection, alth'ougii . be has not aufiioient 
moral Courage to write the word. Wo trust 
that our Victoria contemporary sees by this 
timo that it ia the English nowapapers whioh 
deoluro that agrioulture ia in a depressed 
condition in free trade' Great Britain, and 
that it Is those newspapers that look to the 
Government to do "aomething to stave cIV 
disaster." 

BROUOHT TO BOOK. 

Mr. Em. St. Louis, the Curran bridge 
labor contractor, will realize before vory 
long, if he has not done ao already, the 
truth of the proverb, " Honeaty is the beat 
policy." He no doubt aeea now that if he 
had been content with an honest and a 
moderate profit he might be to-day enjoying 
his gains in peace, and his character as a 
contractor would bo unblemished. As it ie, 
his way of carrying out that contraot haa 
given him any amount of nnpleaaanb noto- 
riety, and brought upon him lawanita that 
are still more unpleasant. 

The Government, suapocting that ho 
had not dealt fairly with them, 
fused to pay part of his claim. Ho aued 
them for the money, some fGl,00O, 
and loat hia anit. The Government 
wore not aatiafied with cutting that 
very considerable sum oil' his bill, but sued 
him for S14.'i,881 more. The last paragraph 
of the information laid against him by Sir 
John Thompson tells the story accurately 
and concisoly. Here it is : 

S. Her Majesty's Attorney-Goneralfurther 
aaya that by reason of tho false, fraudulent, 
improper and illegal preparation by the 
defendant or hia agonta of the payliata or 
Bcconnta, in plaoiog therein the namea of a 
large nnmber of workmen and teama in ex- 
cess of bhoae aotually employed or engaged 
upon the work aforeaaid, and in inserting in 
the payllats or aocnnnta targe'snma of money 
for the time of workmen and. teams, in ex- 
cess of the time which the workmen and 
teama that were employed aotually worked 
upon the oonstruotion of the bridges and 
lock No. 1, Her Majesty has been grossly 
deceived and has, through the false and 
fraudulent rupreeentations of the defend- 
ant, as contained in the payliats or accounts, 
been made involuntarily to pay a large sum 
of money to the dtfsndant whioh was not 
legally due or owing to him, and Her 
Mujesty'a Attorney General charges that of 
the sum of $220,550,121 so paid to the de- 
fendant SI aforesaid, upon the paylists or 
accounts, the sum of $I4.'i,881 was obtained 
and received by and paid to tho defendant 
through and by reason of the fraud and 
deceit of the defendant or his agents as 
aforesaid, and Her Majesty's Attorney-Gen- 
eral, on behalf of Her Majeoty, has now a 
right of aotion to recover back from the de- 
fendant the sum so illegally and fraudu- 
lently obtained and received by hini. Ac- 
cordingly Her Majssty'a Attorney-General 
for tho Dominion claims as follows : 

1. Judgment against the defendant for 
the sum of $143,881 and interest thereon. 

2 Judgment against the defendant for 
the costs of thia action. 

The reader will wonder how Mr. St. 
Louis managed to make his bill ao very 
large thatthoGovernmontcan, withany ahow 
of reason, require him to pay baok this 
very large anmof $143,881. When, however, 
ho see the means which Mr. St. Louia ia al- 
leged to have taken to swell his bill, ho will, 
perhaps, wonder that it was not larger. 

As our readers are aware, Mr. St. Louis 
was a oonlractor of labor. Instead of the 
Government paying the men employed to 
build the bridge directly, they paid Mr. 
St. Lonta, who had oontraoted to aupply the 
labor required at rates agreed npon. lEhia 
way of getting the labor was resorted to to 
prevent the work being delayed by labor dia- 
putes. Tho workmen know only Mr. St. 
Louis in the matter. Ho hired them and 
hepaldtitem. Mr. St. Louia' legitimate pro- 
fit was the difference betwoeo the rates he 
paid the men and the rates the Government 
paid him. For instance he paid twelve and 
alf cents an hour for laborers and re- 
ceived fifteen cents ; ho alao paid four dol- 
lars a day for double teams tho biro of which 
to the Qovernmenb was five dollars. His 
bills for teams and labor run up to $284. 102. 

tho reader sees the profit waa not in- 
ordinate, ao Mr. St. Louia thought ; and 
acoording to tho evidence ho increased it by 
moans which aome ncrupuloua people will 
consider not altogether equaro. Wo take 
the following abatraot of evidence given be- 
fore the Parliamentary committee and at 
tho late trial, from the Toronto Mail : 

August Slcotte, a foreman digger, swore 
that men appeared In the morning, and after 
giving in their time, which qualified them 
lor pay, wont about their buainosa. Albort 
Trudol corroborated this statement. Men, 
ho Biid, simply came to register, and went 
off to amuse themselves. But, even after 
these abstentlouB had been effected, there 
wore too many men on the job. Thua it 
happened tbiit men crowded npon one an- 
other. Some coald not find work to do, 
whilo, in one case tnat ia spcoially men- 
tioned, a dozen men were aeen carrying one 
rail, and in another five were employed 
working an engine that oonld be eaaily 
manipulated by two. Aa with the 
men, so with tho teama. Single and 
doublo teams were engaged in carry- 
ing material to points where it wus 
nob wanted, and in returning to tho 
place of origin. Three teams sent for lum- 
ber wore mannua by ton laborers, who re- 
garded thoir aorvicos by no means supor- 
fluouB, i-ooing that thoy were, in their own 
language, " working for tho Govornmont." 
In tho masonry department tho labor waa 
vory groat. It cost S39,89G to do on one 
bridge what, acoording to tho moaauronioot, 
would batve been charged on the pieoe-work 
prinoiple juat $6,000. ' ' 

If tho above ia o fair aooount of the way 
in which Mr. St. Louia carried out hia con- 
tract ai,J made hia charges, it would bo 
dlQloult to guoBS what its amount would be. 

The reader will no doubt wonder wbat 
the BorvontB of the .Government wboi had 
the oversight of the work were about 
that they did not aeS jtbrongh the bbn- 



tractor'a little game and take atepa to bailie 
il) in its earliest stage. However, when the 
Governmentfound out that thoy had been im- 
posed upon they refused to pay thefullamount 
of Mr. Sb. Louia' bills, and when, in their 
opinion, the overoharges had been proved 
they aued him for what they believed to be 
thfir full amount. 

Wc find that acme ci tho Opposition papers 
apeak oi'^iaCutran bridge scandal aa if the 
Government were tho porpotrators of it in- 
stead of being itg victims. The journala that 
are independent, however, look ot the mat- 
ter in u very different light. The Toronto 
Telegram says : 

The Dominion GovornmoDt'd connection 
with thar, unfortunatu Curran bridge busi- 
ness has boon entirely creditable to it. . . 
Tho Government waa true to its duty of in- 
quiry when inquiry was all that could be 
expected of it. It is now true to tho atornor 
duty of action, and tho Department of Jus- 
tice under Hor Majoaty'u Attorney-General 
Sir John S. D. Thompson is acting now 
with a vigor that will startle the evil-doers 
whom the law is calling to make restitution. 

The Toronto Mail, another really inde- 
pendent paper, says : 

After tho revelations boforo thn Parlia- 
mentary Comniitteo and the Exchequer 
Court a suit for restitution, though itia not 
easy to say what the amount should be, ia 
the only proper course open to tho country. 

Tho dooiaion arrived at by these two in- 
dependent Ontario organs of public opinion 
will, we have no doubt, be the deoiaion at 
whioh all Impartial ajid sentible men will 
arrive who are informed aa to the. pprtiou- 
lars of this Curran bridge scandal.

OPPOSITION PBRFORMAirOBS. 

The Opposition in tho Province of Quo- 
bee, liku tho Oppoaition in British Columbia, 
are perpetually boasting of their strength 
and of tho wonders they will do when tho 
opportunity is affordad them of trying con- 
olnaiona with the Government. Xhe Gov- 
ernment, acoording to their story, la weak 
inherently, and is discredited with tho 
pooplo. Before the late general election 
tho Oppoaition boasted that thoy were 
going to carry all before them, but 
when the day of trial oame thoir per- 
formanoe, compared with their boast' 
ing, waa contemptible. The other day 
thoy had tho opportunity of defeating a 
member of the Government but they knew 
better than oven to make the attempt, 
They did just enough to lot the world know 
what they would do If they could, and then 
did nothing. 

In the province of Quebec mattera are in 
pretty much the same position. The Op- 
position are bold and boastful before an ap- 
peal ia n)ade to tho people, but after tho 
election they have to exhaust wbat enorgy 
they have left to deviae exouses for 
their defeat. The aeab for the county 
of Connpton waa vacint. It is 
well known that Compton is a Conservative 
oonstituenoy, but the Opposition boasted 
that the Government was ao demoralized and 
BO unpopular that they would capture the 
seat. They made the attempt and the 
result was that their candidate lost bis 
deposit. The Governments majority, in- 
stead of being diminished had increased con- 
siderably. Tho Montreal Herald had pro 
pheaied that not only would tho Govern 
mont'a majority of TOO bo greatly reduced 
but the Opposition candidate would be 
eleoted by a fair majority. Xbe majority of 
the Government candidate, Mr. McClary, 
was 791. Wo have no doubt that the brag 
ging of the Liberals about wbat Mr. Laurier 
haa dona in tho Northwest will, when the 
day of trial comes, ho found to bo quite as 
empty aa that of their party in tho county of 
Compton.

INDIAN BASTLBY DEAD. 

Hia Generally Poor, Condition Prevented Be- 
covery From the Self.provoked 
Wound. 

Bailey, the West Coast Indian who was 
shot in the leg during the progress of a row 
on the SoDgees reservation on the night of 
the 15th instant, died about 8 o'clock yes- 
terday morning at the Jubilee boapttsl. It 
was nob thought at first that ho was seri- 
ously wounded, the bullet being easily found 
and quickly extracted, although the shooting 
was at very close range. He did not regain 
strength, however, hU blood being in a very 
bad condition, and on Thursday last the 
amputation of the teg just above the knee 
was found necessary. Aficr tho operation 
he grow weaker and weaker until death 
ended his sufrering. The body was then 
removed to the city morgue, and Coroner 
Hasoll gave inetructiona for an ii^queat, 
which will bo held at two thia afternoon. 

The circumstances of the case aro par- 
ticularly unfortunate. Tho trouble com- 
menetdwith the arrest of a Siwaah whom 
St-rgeunt of Police H. A. Levin and Con- 
atablo Rddgravo found on tho E & N. rail- 
Way bridge with a bottle of liquor in his 
poafcaaioD. He retreated to tho reservation, 
where iho ofiioera Oiptured him la a few 
moments, and bsfore ilie party had left the 
reservation, tho ofiioera wore aurroundod by 
twenty or more tribeamon of the prisoner 
who fiercely attacked them, rrscuing the 
prisoner and roughly handling the p illce.

She waa a Fort Towneond 
craft and until yesterday flnated tho stars 
and stripes ; she ia now British, and Cap- 
tain Gibson with two other Indiana of tba 
Nitinat tribe are hor owners. The eohoonor 
is a good, soa-worthy vesaol of about eight 
een tons register, lo was on Tuesday that 
tho Labrador changed owners. She lorraor- 
ly belonged to Whitely Brothers & Co., of 
Vancouver, but ia now the property of Jo 
aeph Williams, also a member of the Nitinab 
tribe. Ic would perhaps bo aupeiflaoua to 
deaoribo thia vessel, as she has been woll 
known for many yeara by all interested In 
sealinc mattera. The cause of the Indiana 
embarking in the industry is easily under- 
stood ; all the natives have done well this 
aeason. They now have plenty of money 
and are taking advantage of tho fact of its 
presenc) among them to lay the foundation 
of suooess on a larger scale next seaaoo. 

SHIPPINO AT NANAIMO. 

Nanai.mo, Oct. 26.— (Special)— Thia port 
just now presents a more busy appearance 
than it has known before for e, long time. 
The barks Wilna, Rufua E. Wood and 
Oregon, ship Elwell and steamer Crown of 
England are at tho Nanaimo docks, and the 
bark Wachusett is duo at any time. At 
Departure Bay ore the barks Melrose, 
Highland Light and Dominion, and the 
ships Sergeant, Cheney and Glory of tho 
Seas, These are all loading coal and olhora 
of the fleet are expected at an early date, so 
that the next few vi'ceka will be busy and 
proaperouB onea for thia vicinity. 

With regard to the anticipated trouble in 
Seamens' Union oirolea no new develop, 
ments have come to light in the past 24 
houra, but those boat posted aaaert that this 
ia only the calm before the etorm. The 

golioe have been nnuaually alert and so far 
ave apparently succeeded in keeping all 
.qniet'afong the water front. How loDg thia 
will ojntinne it ia difiScuU to say. The hew 
secretary of the union disclaims all intention 
to resort to 'any but the most peaoe- 
fnl niethoda, but this waa the standard 
cry back in the old times, when even the 
seoretary of the nni<m took a hand in the in- 
teresting psntomine ot the " DiaappourinG! 
Crewi" performed for the edifioation of cap- 
tains then ia Dort. The gathering of the 
fleet and the fl icking in of several prof cs- 
eional union agitators, together with the 
appointment of the new secretary, has pub 
all concerned on the alert. The usual balf- 
ooaxing, half-bulldozing methods are all that 
have been tried as yet, and the captains of 
the veasela in port are watching closely to 
keep the matter from going any further. 
The police of Nanaimo were firat informed 
direct from San Francisco. All the vessels 
now in this port are carrying mixed crews of 
union and non-union men. The union men 
have been shipped at the low scale of wages 
by the consent of the union and for a pur- 
pose not difEcult to divine, Away In porta 
jike this, wbere men of any khid are hard 
to get, the sodden going out of all the anion 
men on the yarions vessels would seriously 
cripple the movement of the owners, and it 
is evidently by some such threat that bht 
union hopes to gain the point whan It 
begins to press for higher watres. Judged 
fairly the plot haa been well lald,'£nd if 
crowded to an issue will no doubt suooeed 
for a time ab least. 

RESCOED IIY A RUSSIAN. 

A San Franciaoo telegram of yesterday 
saya : " The sealing schooner Herman has 
arrived from Bebring sea. While oiF tho 
Japan coast she lost a boat and its crew in a 
fog. The men were afterwards picked up 
by another aeiiler and landed at Hakodate, 
where they n joined the vessel. A few days 
before leaving for San Francisco she was 
hailed by a Russian man-of-war near Copper 
island. The orew of the schooner reoog 
nized on the deck of the warship some of th( 
orew of the British sealer May Belle. They 
had been lost from their ship and had been 
picked up by tho Btuamer."

ORIENTAL EMPIRES. 

China and Japan Contrastea— The One ft 
Prlraltlvo People, the Other Abreast 
with the World's Progress. 

Recently Arthnr H. Smith, a returned 
inl'sionary, delivered a lecture in tho 
I'lymouth church, Seattle, of which thu 
following is a Eumiuary. Mr. Smith who 
hi\3 boon twonty-ono years in China, amply 
showed hia familiarity with his ajubjeot 
and gave n brief outline of the various 
Oriental countriefi, especially China and 
Japan. Ths latter country, ho snid, was 
the paradise of tho world. Ita antiquity 
was 80 groat that tho Ilaiisburgs of 
Europe were in comparison as infants. 
She was a progressive country and had 
opened hor doors to tho Western civiliza- 
tion, to which she had fullj' adapted her- 
self. China, on tho other hand, had shut 
hor doors to tho Western world, and 
when she did open them it was not with 
any view to progress, so that China was 
to-day as primitive as she was thousands 
of years ago Tlie progress of Japan had 
not been limited, but had kept pace with 
scionco, literature and war. 

China, nevertheless, waa an established 
fact, and represented a power that wa& 
not to be denied, Russia waa a powerful 
enemy to China, consiantly threatening 
hor, and would never bo aatistied until 
alio possosaod Koi-ea and Turkey. Tho 
Chineao, tlie Russian and the Japanese 
represented questions of national dis- 
turbance that would take years to settle. 
Be reviewed the possessions of Germany, 
England and France in Ohina and the 
Orient. All these countries were watch- 
ing the war and keeping one another's 
hands off. Jajjan was the coming jiower, 
but as yet in ita infancy as to hor internal 
political atrongth. Korea waa a jiuzzlincj 
(juestiun tliat time alone would solve. 
China and Japan both claimed her, 
Russia had an eye on her, but' the result 
would be that all would keep th"'" hands 
oil' and let Korea become a recognized 
independent country. 

The result of tho war would have tho 
elluct of forcing China to adopt progress- 
ive, modern measures and bring her down 
in a measure to our present civilization, 
Chinese have good qualities, individually, 
namely : Economy, frugality, obedience, 
induatry, contentment, vitality, all of 
which will eventually open the door for 
groat mission work. As a nation they 
wore superstitious and so thoroughly 
imbued with polytheism, pantlieism and 
atheism it would take years to overcome 
them. Truth waa an unknown quantity 
in China, and the Chinese were contradic- 
tory in tlieir characteristics ; outwardly, 
yea ; inwardly, no ; always self-contradic> 
tory, agreeing with everybody and con- 
tradictiiig everything. Hence it was 
difhoult for any outsiders to control China, 
either aa Individuals or a country. The 
speaker used these traits of the nation to 
show tho difficulty for Ohristianity to get 
a foothold among such a people. Bud- 
dhism had a stronghold in China, and 
Buddhism was not so bad as many people 
believed. It was a good religion in its 
way, and it had its virtues. 

The apeaker reviewed the various re- 
ligious faiths in the various Oriental 
countries, which ho said were the coming 
battlefield of Christianity Mohametlan- 
ism numbered over 200,000,000 soulsi 
who were the hardest to bring over to 
Christianity. The wedge of Christianity 
should be inserted in Japan first, and the 
work of the missionary should bo centered 
there with a view to turning to Christian- 
ity tlie million of young .lapaaeso who 
were learning everything in tho way of 
progress, culture, everything except 
morality, which throughout Japan was at 
the very lowest ebb, especially amongst 
the upper classes, and the higher the 
caste the lower the standard of morality. 

The Christian Endeavor's e.Ktonsive 
miaion society had undertaken a noble 
work in aiding the missions in these vari- 
ous countries. It was a work so gigantic 
in its undertaking that few people under- 
stood its vastness. It necessitated in- 
dividual endeavors to do something for 
the good cause. Intellectual knowledge 
was necessary on tho part of every 
member of the society ; knowledge of 
country, people and habits. This will 
awaken an interest in missionary work 
that will strengthen tho hands of the men 
and women in the field and help to in- 
crease their number and fill the field of 
China and Japan with missionaries and 
spread the Goapel in every corner of these 
heathen countries.

SOWING SEDITION- 

Secret Kmlssarles Perambulating .Samos, .stir- 
ring Up Strlfi'- Tho Land 
Claims Inquiry, 

Ai'iA, Samoa, Oct. 10.-(Por S.S. Ala- 
meda) —Charged as the Stitnoan political 
atmosphere is with eleotrioity, the last 
month has passed away withost a storm. 
Discontent as regards the present adminis- 
tration is, however, as rampant as ever, as 
is evidenced by the numerous meet- 
ings within the rebel district, at 
which plans of a new campaign are 
discussed. Not only are there po- 
litical meetings, at which opinions arc 
openly expressed,, but secret emissaries are 
perambulating the country sowing the seeds 
of sedition, and during the eeoond week of 
last month about one hundred men, headed 
by two influential chiefs, paid a visit to the 
island of Tutuila, to secure assistance when 
required later on. It is rumored that next 
week matters will again come to a head and 
Tsmasese take up his qnartors at Atua, at 
or near the scene of the bombardment by 
tho warships of England and Germany, and 
from there issue a new deSanco to the gov 
ernment, 

A fews days ago authentic letters were 
sent from Atua to the three land commie 
aioners, informing them that they must not 
visit that district; and bold a session there, 
as the natives would not .allow the land 
claims to be ioqnired Into.' They strongly 
advised the commissioners to remain in 

Apia, The commissioners 8»y they are in 
honor bound to go. Should the natives 
decline to attend the court they must bear 
the conaequenoes in the loss of their landed 
interests as against tho alien olaimanta. In 
the event of force being used to drive the 
commisaioncra away, it ia understood that 
ship of war will ho at hand to render 
assistance in carrying out the object 
In view, or, if necessary, to punish 
the natives by again firing on them. After 
Mr, Chambrrs' return to Samoa to resume 
his duties as U.S. Commissioner no time was 
lost in pushing forward inquiries into titles. 
Posters wnre forwarded to the island of 
Saraii, notifying the natives that the com- 
missioner would pay them an official visit. 
In due course the oonrt of inquiry was ta- 
t* Wished, and within twelve days the whole 
of the claims, with one exception, were ad- 
judicated upon. Most of the claims were 
compromised, which natarally expedited 
buainets and was a sonrcs of much con- 
gratulation to the offioisis themselves, who 
returned to Apia on the Htd instant, elated 
with their snooess.

Inuneoie Excitement in Australia on Acconnt 
of the fbeiiomenai Finds at 
Coolgardlo. 

San Franci.sco, Oot. 26.— The steamer 
Alameda, which arrived to day, brought 
only three steerage passengers from Aua- 
tralia.

While the steamer was In Sydney harbor, 
over a thousand miners arrived from the 
Now Zoaland gold fields, en roate for the 
new El Dorado. Some of the finds are 
phenomenal, and in one instance fonr onts 
of rook yielded 555 onnces of gold. The 
Londonderry, one of the^best discoveries.

NOT DROWNED, 

Captain Lyons and Joseph Goldsmith, KeporteU 
Lost, Found In the Yukon 
Conntry. 

While looking through a file of the CoL- 
o.viST a few days ago, Captain H. R. Foot 
read a dispatch ohroniolmg the death of 
Ciptain Lyons and Joaoph Goldsmith, who 
were said to have been drowned in the 
Yukon river some few months ago. How 
the impression that the men were drowned 
got abroad (for it was published in moat 
Pacific Coast papers) is made quite plain by 
Captain Foot, who saw and was speaking to 
the subjects of the obituary notice some 
weeks after the accident was reported to 
have occurred. As will be remembered, 
Captain Foot left here in the steam schooner 
Mischief with supplies late last summer. 
On reaching his destination on the Yukon, 
he mot Lyons and Goldsmith, who had 
paddled down the river over 100 miles in a 
canoe, in ord^r to meet a steamer of which 
they went up from Puget Sound to take 
charge, and which they bad missed at the 
appointed place. The steamer, however, 
arrived at the port where Captain Foot w»a 
before the men reached there, and not find- 
ing thorn, proceeded down the river again, 
believing that tbey had been drowned. On 
being disappointed a second time, the two 
men retraced their steps, and no fjr na is 
known have joined tho atoomer long before 
this. Both arc well-known mariners, and 
Captain Lyons has many friends living in 
Sound cities, aa also in Chioogo, his homo.
